white rats to prove the close 
connection between healthy 
soil, food, and the well-being 
of man.

English families. The rats ‘ 
like the St®ths grew near 
twice as big as the others, 
showed no traces of disease.

rhe rats fed like the Bengalis 
suffered from diseases of every 
organ, their young were ofter 
born dead, and they bickered 
mecessantiy. The experiment 
wtth the English-fed rats was 
never finished. At the end of 
16 days, they began to eat each 
other.

UR Cyprus correspondent 

advises us that there arf 
now some 10,000 licensed 
hunters in Cyprus. This is no 
doubt due to the sudden pros- 
perity which befell Cyprus 
during the war, which enabled 
every villager m Cyprus to 
buy a shotgun. In order t@ 
qualify for a shooting licence 
in Cyprus, however, an ap- 
plicant must produce the heads 
of six dead crows to prove his 


This policy 
has helped Cyprus to rid itself 
of its unwanted carrion crows 
But the trouble is that, be- 
cause of this Government sti- 
pulation, hunters have prac-

The stranger to Russia, hav- 
ing heard so much of the bit- 
ter struggle for collectivization 
and its ultimate success, finds 
it hard to grasp the fact that 
by far the greater part of the 
collectives are still based on 
the old ‘village economy 


Instead of working for their 
landowners as before the re- 
volution, or on their own small 
holdings as immediately after, 
they now work together on 
the combined village acreage, 
putting in so many work 
hours a week on the collective, 
end the rest of the time cul 
tivating their own personal 
holdings of an acre or two, 
the produce’ of which they 
are free to sell as they like 
(Tt was this activity which 
the Government sought to 
curb by the Agricultura) Tax, 
which taxes earnings from 
private holdings very heavily’ 

By and large, on all but 
the biggest and most up-to- 
date collectives, Hfe goes on 
in much the same old way 
The main Gupeveness are that, 
instead of ‘the landowner, 
there is the manager, or chair- 
man, of the collective, assist- 
ed by a small administrative 
staff: when tractors or other 
machines are called for, these 
are supplied and worked 
under contract by the mem- 
bers of the nearest Machine 
Tractor Station 

The Government has deciar- 
ed its intention of changing 
all that, and the fact that it 
i¢ now determined to obii- 
terete the last vestiges of the 
old village economy, to which, 
ine peasants have clung dour- 
ly, through thick and thin, is 
a measure of the concern with 
which it views the long-term 
food situation.
